The Turf. 


The Toronto Mailin an article 
on racing says ‘‘As.a rule, the 
turf in Canada has been unfortu- 
nate in its apologists. Almost 
invariably they have contrived 
toentangle the main issue with 
other matters about which there 
is difference of opinion. Regard- 
ing the sport of horse-racing, 
there is no difference of. opinion 
in this country, nor indeed in any 
Anglo-Saxon community. Not 
one man in a hundred wants to 
abolish horse-racing; not one 
man in a hundred wants to make 
it. impossible for a horseman to 
back—his horse. Ninety-nine 
men out cf a hundred would 
favor any rational movement that 
will prevent the turf from con- 
tinuing as a means for parting 
the fool and his money; and the 
crusade againet betting is the 
expression of this strong desire, 
not the evidence of a wish to 
hamper sport. In several States 
of the Union horse-racing has 
been forbidden, and it has been 
predicted that if the present pub- 
lic sentiment continues‘ for - ten 
years, racing will be possible only 


jin New York and Kentucky. 


This means that in the United 
States, with the exception of the 
two States named, the turf has 
become’ so intimately connected 
with rascality and blackguardism 
that to destroy the vermin 
ithas been found necessary to 
drown the dog. Foot-racing in 
itself is about as straightforward 
and legitimate a sport as it is 
possible to imagine; but crooked- 
ness has ruined it. Wrestling 
and prize-fighting, once patron- 
ized by the best men in the 
country, have become shunned 
er illegal primarily because of 
the tactics of their followers. If 
horse-racing joins them, it will 
be because those in whose hands 
to the governance of the sport 
are unworthy of their. respon-

Victor Houde 
Is Acquitted. 


Edmonton, June 11— After be- 
ing out for about 50 minutes the 
jury who have been hearing the 
charge against Victor M. Houde 
of murdering George Wood in a 
shack in this city on the night of 
April 4, returned the verdict of 
“Not guilty.’
